Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
In the remarks, Applicant argues that: 

Terms such as "dynamic," "launched," "dynamic component activation," and "run-time operation," clearly refer to execution-time rather 
than design-time concepts. For example, the launch of an application takes place at execution time. Note that all of the operations of 
Garcia (as in Fig. 1 of Garcia) take place after application launch. Applicant also respectfully submits that "run time" is synonymous with 
"execution time." 

Examiner's response: 

Examiner disagrees. The originally-filed specification does not provide an explicit and deliberate definition of what a software design 
environment is. Furthermore, the originally-filed specification provides no disclosure on any design-time concepts. Attention is drawn to 
Figure 2 and its corresponding description in paragraphs [0025]-[0028] of the originally-filed specification, which describes "designing" a 
software system by creating a factory for each component. The operations of the software system design (creating the needed component 
using the factory) take place during execution of the software system, not during design of the software system as averred by the 
Applicant. 

In the remarks, Applicant argues that: 

Second, despite Garcia's use of the word "factory," no new software is actually designed in Garcia. In fact, the Factory Creation Function 
(FCF) of Garcia is used to "create and register factories for the objects contained in a dynamic library" (please see Garcia's Abstract). 
Thus, these objects already exist in the dynamic library, and are in no sense "designed," but merely instantiated and registered. 

Examiner's response: 

Examiner disagrees with Applicant's assertion that no new software is actually designed in Garcia et al. Garcia et al. disclose object- 
oriented development of database applications and that an object factory can be used to create the objects that provide the additional 
functionality (see Column 3: 48-50). See Examiner's response above. 
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
